Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's Representative discusses about amending claim 30 to 
include a recording layer to differentiate from the visible characteristic changing layer that has a texture roughness. The 
proposed amendment would overcome the prior art in Ohashi. With regard to claim 21, Applicant's Representative 
argues that the prior art in Onda teaches away from having the light scattering layer being disposed between the 
reflection layer and the light characteristic changing layer as claimed. The examiner indicates that he will further 
analyze the prior art with respect to that teaching . 
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
